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FLOOD CONTROL EXAMPLE 
A TWENTY-FIVE year old project has 


now been completed and was recently 
dedicated. 
It is the Muskingum Con­ 
servancy District which combines preven­ 
tion of soil erosion in some areas, provision 
of industrial water supply in others, and 
flood control everywhere. 
Cities in the 
Muskingum Valley began to talk and plan 
flood control after the disastrous floods of 
1913 which caused millions of dollars of 
damage in cities and farm lands alike. 
The system includes 14 dams and reser­ 
voirs. 
Army engineers supervised the 
construction. 
The Public Works Admini­ 
stration allotted generous funds to the pro­ 
ject. 
It was necessary to change the loca­ 
tion of more than 60 miles of railroads, 
145 miles of highways and 273 miles of 
utility lines. 
The finished job seems to 
be a credit to all the groups concerned. 
John C. Page, commissioner of reclamation, 
calls it “a pattern for coordinated planning 
and cooperative effort” which may bo 
‘‘altered to fit needs elsewhere and copied 
many times to the benefit of the whole 
nation.”

of Howard Hughes, but for the sake

Or if the “North Pole” reference seems 
inadequate, we might say “flights around 
the Arctic Sea.” 
A study of the map will show that 
Hughes’ route really answers this descrip­ 
tion. 
His route was elongated, and pulled 
southward in two directions, because he 
wanted to start from New Y'ork and make 
a stop in Paris. 
Except for that, he might 
have made an approximate circle, fairly 
close to the edge of the Arctic Sea most 
of the way around, by starting at Fair­ 
banks, Alaska, and swinging eastward to 
Greenland, Iceland and Moscow, thence to 
Omsk and Yakutsk and back to Fairbanks. 
That would have made a circuit of only 
10.000 or 11,000 miles instead of the 
14.000 or 15,000 of the irregular route 
chosen. 
The circumference of the earth, 
according to geographers, no matter in 
what direction, is 25,000 miles, and it is 
hard in practice to go really around it, 
whether by water or air, in Jess than 
30.000 miles.

OPEKA, KANSAS— This colorful state 
of the Jayhawks and Sunflowers, 
which gave the Republican presidential 
candidate to the nation in 1936, this year 
is making different political history.

He is the Rev. Gerald B. Winrod of

More effective than the fuddling poli­ 
ticos in arousing the State to the menace 
facing it have been tile efforts of a group 
of liberal clerics led by the Rev. J. C. 
Cleveland, pastor of tile First Congrega­ 
tional Church in Kansas City, Kan., and 
the Rev. L. M. Birkhead, for twenty years 
the crusading pastor of the All Souls 
Unitarian Church in Kansas City, Mo. 
In a petition signed by a score of the 
most prominent Protestant ministers, Rev. 
Cleveland has appealed to the House com­ 
mittee investigating un-American activities 
to “investigate Winrod, his record, the 
source of his lavish expenditures and his 
Fascist connections.” 
“Winrod’s publications” the petition 
stated, “for several years have been filled 
with reproductions of Nazi hatred for 
J Catholics, Jews and Protestants.

Pilot Mal Freeberg, superintendent 
of the eastern division of the line, 
Pilot Mel Swanson, a test pilot 
of the line, Lou Coerner, chief of 
m aintenance, 
Em il 
Heideck, 
In 
charge of m otor installation for 
the line, Lou Marodi, chief m e­ 
chanic, Chicago, and Ralph Geror, 
m otor engineer. 
The new oxygen equipm ent w as 
described as very light and very 
efficient.
